Prepared to send as many as 38 divisions to the continent in 
event of a European war, the government announced plans for the 
mechanized corps in the House of Commons, 

War Secretary Leslie Hore-Belisha said that the armored corps, 
designed as a fast, mobile army of the service, would include the 
present 18 mechanized cavalry regiments from the regular army, 
and tank units from the regular territorial armies. 

The corps will be known as “The Royal Armored Corps.”

BOMB DROPS

Dominion Loan, 
Floated In London, 
Sold At Discount 


OTTAWA, April 6. — Canada’s 
$50.000.000 loan floated in London 
last July was sold at a discount of | 
$730,000, and costs of the flotation | 
amounted to $583,476, Hon. Charles 
Dunning, minister of finance, said 
in a return to the house of com- | 
mons Wednesday. 

Brokers’ fees amounted to $570,- | 
616. The remaining expense was 
taken up with printing, stationary, | 
telegraph tolls, advertising and 
lawyers’ fees. The certificates were | 
sold to the public at 98.50 per cent, | 
to yield 3.34 per cent.

Sovereignty Of Country 
Threatened Says Fed-

BUENOS AIRES, April 6—Fed@- 
eral Judge Miguel Jantus formal- 
ly arraigned Alfred Mueller, chief 
agent in Argentina of the Ger-

The arraignment was the first 
definite court action after Enrique 
Juerges, a disaffected Nazi, in a 
letter to President Ortiz on March 
20 charged German political agents 
with plotting to annex Patagonia.

Mr. Priestley declined to enlarge 
on his statement, stating Mr. Gar- 
diner’s proposed wheat legislation 
will be further studied by the 
U.F.A. executive. 

“The legislation proposals, offer- 
ed as a solution for the wheat mar- 
ket problem of western Canada, ap- 
pears to me to be an admixture of 
forms of farm relief and crop insur- 
ance,” said Mr. Purdy. “In both 
instances, returns will be so meagre

Cheese Product 


OTTAWA, April 6.—To encourage 
high quality cheese production in 
Canada, a bill to be introduced in 
parliament by Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
minister of agriculture, will provide 
a premium of two cents a pound for 
the highest scoring product, it was 
learned last night. 

Canada last year produced about 
120,000,000 pounds of cheese and of 
this approximately 90 per cent was 
graded number one. However there 
is high number one and low num- 
ber one. The high number one 
grade is that which scores more 
than 92 points out of a possible 100. 
According to reports circulating 
here last night the premium will 
only on the high number one 
grade which last year represented 
about 40 per cent of production,

It Can't be Done 


If the member of parliament for Van- 
couver North is a good authority on con- 
stitutional law—which is not known to be 
the case—the Governor-General of Can- 
ada has power to call out the militia, or- 
der out the navy, send these forces any- 
where in Canada or overseas, without 
consulting his ministers or obtaining the 
consent of parliament; and could even 
apply conscription if he wanted to and 
put the whole male citizenry under arms. 

This sounds pretty terrible if taken at 
face value. But there is nothing to get 
excited about, even if the Vancouver 
member has correctly construed the 
statutes—which he probably has not. 

Suppose—if anyone can—a governor- 
general did on his own motion call out the 
militia, or one battalion of it; he couldn't 
send the men anywhere, or even keep 
them under arms beyond the next meal- 
time. For the reason that it costs money 
to transport troops and buy their din- 
ners; and a governor-general has no 
money unless parliament votes it. When 
mealtime came the battalion would dis- 
band itself and go home to eat. As for 
proceding to “furrin parts” to make war 
on the king of Dahomey, they just 
wouldn’t and couldn’t go without tickets 
and cartridges, neither of which the im- 
pecunious governor could obtain. 


A Puppet King 


It is explained at Rome that “some 
Italian troops were sent to Albania to 
quell a movement against King Zog, which 
has been suppressed.” 

Put in plain language this probably 
means the Albanians revolted against 
having their country made an annex of 
Italy, and Italian troops had to be sent in 
to subdue them. What new tightening of 
31 Duce’s grip caused them to revolt is 
the missing link in the narrative that runs 
between the lines of the announcement. 

Albania was already joined to Italy in 
a hard and fast military alliance which re- 
duced the independence of the little coun- 
try to a pretense. As King Zog is now 
dependent upon Italian troops to hold his 
throne, Albania is little more than an Ital- 
ian protectorate in reality. 

The importance of this more or less 
peaceful conquest is that Mussolini now 


controls both sides of the entrance to the 
Adriatic and that sea is in effect an Ital- 
jan lake. Yugoslavia can only trade 
with the outside world with Mussolini’s 
consent and is held in the jaws of pincers 
liable to close at any time 

The Albanians are akin to the Yugo- 


slavians and were their allies in three 
wars since the opening of this century. 


That perhaps explains why they do not 
Share with King Zog the willingness to 
have their country made a base for Italy's 


expansive operations in the Balkan

For two years Spaniards have 
not been able to raise crops, while they 
have been employing themselves destroy- 
ing cities, farms and industrial concerns. 
The country must be largely an area of 
debris, and its population in need of many 
kinds of foodstuffs and materials Canada 
is in position to supply. 

It is to be supposed Canadian trade 
agents will be sent there, if they have 
not been sent already. The restoration of 
normal trading relations should start re- 
covery of the trade we lost because of the 
war and bring some welcome orders also 
for things Spain must import to carry on 
the gigantic task of reconstruction that 
awaits.

An American View 


Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie King's 
declaration that so long as his government (it is 
a Liberal government) is in power in Canada 
there will be no conscription of Canadians for 
an overseas war is a challenging statement which 
raises a decidedly interesting point. Presum- 
ably it was made apropos of the debate in Eng- 
land over the introduction of universal military 
service. But it is important as reflecting two 
things. One is the apparent growth of Canada’s 
feeling of independence. The other is the 
growth in the Dominion of “isolationist” spirit, 
probably to be found in its intensest and most 
extreme form among the French Canadians. 

There is, we imagine, some disagreement as 
between legal authorities over the obligations of 
Canada in the event that Mr. Chamberlain's 
government finds itself involved in a European 
war. In this connection it should be remembered 
that Canada functions as an almost independent 
state. It signed the peace treaties as a separate 
power. It holds a separate seat in the League. 
Its right to establish legations in other countries 
was recognized in 1920—in 1927 it sent its min- 
ister to Washington. The Imperial Conference 
of 1926 defined the dominons as “autonomous 
communities within the British Empire, equal in 
Status, in no way subordinate one to another in 
any aspect of their domestic or external affairs, 
though united by a common allegiance to the 
Crown and freely associated as members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations,” and this was 
confirmed by the Statute of Westminster of 1931, 
But except perhaps to the expert in British con- 
Stitutional law, it seems a definition which con- 
fuses rather than clarifies. By it the dominions 
are bound to the Crown. Yet, since the King 
can only rule by the “advice” of his Ministers, 
and since Mr. Mackenzie King is as much one 
of the King’s Ministers as is. Mr. Chamberlain, 
the whole question seems, from the American 
laymen's point of view, to have left us up in the 
air. 


Doubtless much more important than any 
written provisions or legalistic interpretations 
is the state of spirit and opinion existing in each 
of the domiinons at any given time on any given 
problem which deeply concerns them. The 
Canadian premier may or may not have been 
taking account of preponderant feeling in 
Canada when he said, “It has been held unlikely 
that any dominion would ever again send an 
expeditionary force to a war in Europe.” If he 
was, then this constitutes a problem which in 
London must be taken account of by generals, 
statesmen and diplomatists as well as by lawyers.

Our plan is to enroll 50,000 young people into 
a Corps to be known as the National Vocational 
Corps, They will be enrolled for public service, 
for training in the useful arts, and for healthy 
recreation. The Corps will be divided into ten 
districts, each with its own large centre, equipped 
with permanent buildings and located in open 
Spaces, where the benefits of fresh air and out- 
door life will be available. 

In the summer months, most of the members 
of the Corps will be away from their centres en- 
gaged in puolic projects, such as the building of 
secondary roads, the clearing of bushland, the 
prevention of forest fire, the reforestation of de- 
pleted timberlands, the construction of public 
works, the prospecting of mineral resources, and 
the many other orgenized activities which are 
calculated to conserve and develop the natural 
wealth of the country. 

In winter, when many of these tasks can no 
longer be performed, to advantage, the members 
of the Corps will be recalled to their various 
centres, where proper facilities will be provided 
for giving them vocational training according to 
talents and aptitude. Nor will they be allowed 
to suffer in their cultural development. Music, 
books, and the drama will all take their place in 
the social and recreational hours of the Corps 
members. It is hoped by these means to give our 
young men a cchance to develop their latent 
faculties and instill in them a feeling of social 
usefulness, pride in their country and some of the 
enthusiasm which comes from co-operative effort 
with a constructive purpose. 

Religious training will not be neglected. Am- 
ple provision will be made to ensure that young 
men will have full opportunity to appreciate the 
value of and follow their religious beliefs. 

Enrollment will be voluntary, and the terms 
of service will be set at@two years. The Associa- 
tion feels that a semi-military form of adminis- 
tration is inevitable, but that it need neither be 
irksome nor in any way frustrate the natural] de- 
velopment of the indivdua!] personality. Liberty, 
after all, is one of the fruits of discipline. With- 
out discipline of some kind, men are slaves to 
their own untutored impulses and confounded 
by the disorder of their environment and asso- 
ciations. 

In connection with each Vocational Training 
entre, there will be established in every centre 
of employment, an office staffed with young men 
who have been trained under this plan. It will 
be their duty to make a systematic canvass of 
all employers of labor securing from them their 
requirements both in experienced and inexperi- 
enced help. Men will be carefully chosen and 
placed to ensure success in the job allotted to 
them. They will be carefully followed for the 
first few months they are employed, given ad- 
vice and any help that is necessary. In this way 
employers will quickly realize that they can have 
absolute confidence in placements made. As the 
plan develops, it is hoped that the co-operation 
of employers will extend to the point where they 
will welcome surveys of their plant in an effort 
to ascertain ways and means of increasing the 
number of people in their employ on an econ- 
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The Passing Show

Research to find methods of combetting 
cancer are beginning to bear fruit. Presenting 
the 25th annual report of the Crocker Institute of 
Cancer Research at Columbia University a few 
days ago, Dr, Francis Carter Wood, director of 
the Institute, announced that steps are being 
taken to place X-ray machines 
of 600,000 volts within the 
reach of the smaller hospitals. 
Experiments at the Institute 
with a 1,000,000-volt X-ray tube proved it to be 
more effective and more easily handled than 
radium. Voltage of 700,000 is as effective as the 
large voltage and 600,000 volts is nearly as 
effective as the higher intensities, while being 
considerably cheaper and easier to handle. 

Dr. Rudolph Schindler, professor of medicine 
at the University of Chicago, has invented a 
flexible gastroscope, which enables a physician 
trained in its use to detect cancers in the stomach 
too small to show on an X-ray plate. 

While almost hopéless of cure in advanced 
cases, cancer is easily treated by X-ray or sur- 
gery if diagnosed in the early stages. By main- 
taining good health, cancer can be prevented. 
Cancer cannot grow on healthy tissue. The 
flexible gastroscope is an aid because it permits 
early identification of stomach cancers while 
they can be successfully treated. 
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Most hopeful of all recent announcements of 
cancer researchers is that of Drs. George B. Wal- 
lace and Theodore H. Elsasser of New York Uni- 
versity, made public in a recent issue of 
“Science”"—the organ of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science. The re- 

searchers set out to find some 
GREAT HOPES method of identifying cancer 
OF NEW TEST in the very early stages, be- 

fore it develops symptoms— 
something like the Wasserman test for certain 
diseases. They found it, so they say, in a very: 
simply applied test, similar to the Ascheim and 
Zondek method of determining early pregnancy. 
An injection of serum or urine from the body 
of the patient is given to a pregnant rabbit. If 
the patient is cancer-free no reaction takes 
place; should the person be suffering from cancer 
the injection will cause the fecund rabbit to 
abort. The method is so simple that tests could 
be carried out in any biological laboratory. Here 
again the method is valuable because diagnosis 
at this early stage would enable any patient with 
a positive reaction to be cured while cure is easy. 

This test was announced to the scientific 
world only three weeks ago. It is too soon to 
assert that it is the long-desired diagnostic test 
for cancer in its initial stages. Should it prove 
to be as effective as it is claimed to be, then 1939 
will be remembered long after Hitler and Musso- 
lini are forgotten, as the year when medical re- 
search struck a vital blow at the most insidious 
of human diseases. The names of Wallace and 
Elsasser will then be listed with those of Pas- 
teur, Lister, Banting and others who have given 
man powerful aid in his fight against disease. 
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ON THE TRAIL 
OF CANCER 


And here's another contribution by scientifc 
researchers, that should please the housewife 
and gladden the heart of everyone who likes 
their steaks and roasts tender. Dr. M. D. 
Coulter, of the Mellon Institute at Pittsburgh, is 
the man who will abolish tough meat by the 
simple method of making 
tough meat tender. Under 
present methods, it takes 
from four to eight weeks of 
“hanging” in meat coolers before meat is suffi- 
ciently ripened for the market. Even then, it is 
not always tender. The long hanging in the air 
often causes moisture in the meat to evaporate. 
The butcher losés because the meat becomes 
lighter in weight; the customer loses because the 
meat gets dry and stringy. 

The new method, discovered after four years 
of research, makes use of ultra-violet rays. 
Stored in controlled temperature and humidity 
and exposed to the cold ultra-violet rays, the 
meat becomes tender within two days. All 
edible beef, according to Dr. Coulter, will be of 
“approximately one grade in palatibility.” Chuck 
and hamburger will be tender, as wel] as the 
expensive prime grades. 

A few music-hall and radio jokes will lose 
their meaning, but we can all look forward now 
to the time when tough beef steak will be abol- 
ished from the family table.

On This Date

It is a curious fact about the po- 
litical career of Sir Robert Borden 
that twice during his leadership 
of the Conservative party in oppo- 
sition in the House of Commons he 
Should have tendered his resigna- 
tion while two of the issues which 
put him into office in 1911 were 
before the House. One was on this 
date in 1910 when he was so dis- 
gusted over the intrigues against 
him by certain Ontario and British 
Columbia members, added to 
which was the revolt of Monk and 
his followers from Quebec upon 
the Laurier naval service Bill. The 
English wing of the cabal, headed 
by W. B. Northup, wanted Borden 
unseated because he was not “loyal 
enough” in his opposition to the 
“tin pot navy.” The French wanted 
him replaced because he was “too 
British” and would not join in 
thelr opposition to eny policy of 
naval defence. 


The second occasion of Borden's | 


tendered resignation was during the 
early stages of the reciprocity de- 
bate in 1911; and yet hig success in 
that latter year was due entirely 
to the Quebec revolt on the navel 
issue, 

It was on April 6, 1910, thet Mr. 
Borden wrote to Chief Whip 
George Taylor stating his intention 
to resign from the leadership of 
the party at the end of that session, 
“Conditions have developed,” he 
wrote, “more particularly jn the 
parliamentary representation of 
the party during recent months, 
which have in my opinion almost 
completely destroy: my useful- 
ness.” 


Sir Robert in his Memoirs does 
not remember how the resignation 
of 1910 was withdrawn, but it was 
withdrawn after the letter had 
been discussed by caucus and 
‘strong pressure” brought to bear, 
because, “finally, under pressure, f 
receded from my attitude.” 

The idea of the plotters from 
west of the Ottawa in 1910 was to 
replace Mr. Borden by Mr. Rich- 
ard McBride, premier of British 
Columbia. Looking back now we 
can but congratulate Cenada that 
Borden stayed on and that Me- 
Bride was not the wartime prime 
minister of the Dominion.

2-WAY RADIO 
IS DEFERRED 


Commissioners Will Make 
Full Investigation to Get 
Best Equipment 


Before city council buys two- 
way radio to equip police cars 
it will make a thorough survey 
and will make sure it obtains the 
best equipment, it was decided at 
& special meeting Wednesday 
when police estimates of $182,396 
were approved for 1939. 

Several changes in present organ- 
{zation of the police department 
were proposed by commissioners 
and approved by city council, in-| 
cluding addition of an extra prowler | 

car, purchase of a new patrol wagon | 
and closing of the North Edmonton 
police station. 

The police estimates deleted an 
appropriation for radio and commis- 
sioners said that, should they decide | 
after investigation that it would be 
useful, it would be bought out of 
their miscellaneous appropriation. 


$9,370 INCREASE 


Police estimated expenditures this | 
year were set at $182,396, an in- 
crease of $9,370 over last year's 
costs of $173,026. 

An added prowler car to patrol 
the east end of the city will make | 
it possible to close the North Ed- | 
monton station, saving a rental of | 
$600 a year, commissioners stated. 


Chief Constable A. G, Shute will 
not be provided with a special car, 
but will receive an allowance of $30 
a month for his own private car. 

Two police chauffeurs will be 
taken off this work and placed on 
patrol. Three new constables also 
are to be engaged, making five new 
men available for patrol work, 

It was also suggested by com- 
missioners that Staff Inspector Matt 
Blackwood work different hours 
from Chief Shute and devote a large 
part of his time to outside inspec- 
tion, 


HOSPITAL BUDGET 


Budget of $495,240 was approved 
for the Royal Alexandra and Iso- 
lation hospitals, an increase of $5,- 
889 over last year’s costs of $489,351.

Godless League agitators were 
urged to make clear to toilers in 
town and village “it was in the 
name of Christ that the clergy 
approved the annexation of Ethi- 
opia, the Fascist rape of Spain 
and China and sought to provoke 
a war against the U.S.S.R.” 

The central committee's instruc- 
tions were published in the eastern 
Siberian edition of Pravda, Com- 
munist party organ.

WASHINGTON, April 6—The 

G-Men yesterday made public 

findings that the German-Ameri- 
can Volksbund, the American 

Nasi organisation, comprises be- 

tween 6,600 and 8,300 individuals 
secking to instill and perpetuate 

in German-Americans “a pride of 

German background and love for 
Germany.” 

They found that Bund leader 
Fritz Kuhn pafticipated with Adolf 
Hitler in the abortive beer cellar 
putsch in Munich on Nov. 9, 1923; 
that German is the mandatory tongue 
in Bund schools where anti-Semitic 
literature is distributed; 

That at Bund camps the stars and 
stripes and the swastika are raised 
and lowered together; 

That one camp was dedicated as 
“a little piece of German soil in 
America.” 

The report reached no conclusions 
as to whether the Bund violates any 
federal law and produced no def- 
inite findings that the organization 
is dominated or controlled by Hitler, 
The federal agents reported, how- 
ever, that Kuhn contended that the 
Bund is “not a part” of the German 
Nazi party. The agents found no 
evidence of use of firearms during 
Bund drills or by the uniformed 
Bund stormtroopers. 

The 14 volumes of the G-Men’s 
report, compiled after a year’s in- 
vestigation, are being studied by the 
department of justice and have been 
submitted to the house committee 
on un-American activities.
